Vice-President Allan offered the following amendment to the 3 
By-Laws of the State Board of Agriculture, which was, on motion, § 
unanimously adopted :

Gen. Brisbin, offered the following resolution which was 
adopted. 


Resolved, That the thanks of the State Board of Agrieulture be 
and the same are hereby extended to Hon. J. Sterling Morton and 
Matilda Fleteher, for their able and, valuable addresses delivered at 
this State Fair and that the Board request copies of the same for pub- 
lication, and that the sum of $200 be appropríated to pay the speak- 
ers' named. One hundred dollars to each. 


President Morton thanked the board for the offer of one hun-

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dred dollars and respectfully donated the amount voted him to the 
Board.

Gov. Furnas, chairman of the committee appointed by the State 
Hortieultural Society, to attend the Quarter Centennial Exhibition 
of the American Pomologieal Society at Boston, by request, submitted 
the following 


REPORT. 


The delegates appointed at the January meeting, 1873, of the 
State Horticultural Society to attend the Pomological Exhibition at 
Boston in September, 1873, report that four of the delegates, viz: 
Furnas, Morton, Masters and Allan, attended said meeting, and 
placed on exhibition a car load of fruits and evergreens of Nebraska 
produetion, eonsisting of two hundred and thirty seven varieties of 
apples, forty-nine of pears, twenty five of peaches, fourteen of grapes, 
three of native plums, and twelve of evergreens. That one hundred 
and ninety-two varieties of apples were correctly named, as stated, by 
the awarding committee; twenty-eight varieties were native seed- 
lings and consequently unknown to the committee, but by them 
pronounced of excellent characteristies, in every respect, and worthy 
of future trial. The peaches were all seedlings, and most of them 
pronounced fine, and many of them worthy of cultivation. 


To Nebraska was awarded the First premium for the best col- 
lection of apples, and for which was given the society's silver medal 
herewith presented for exhibition. 
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For the collection of pears was awarded the society's medal, and 
honorable mention was made of peaches, plums and grapes. 
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It was generally conceded by the press and visitors, that the 
collection of fruits exhibited at Boston was the largest ever before 


shown, and was the wonder and admiration of all whosaw and exam- 
ed them. 
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- After the exhibition, a large collection of apples and pears were 
| taken to New York city, by Mr. W. D. Cowles, and there placed on 
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exhibition at the American Institute Fair. While not in so good a 
condition as at Boston, they were universally admired and praised. 


The committee feel that the thanks of this Board, and every 
well-wisher of the State, are especially due the Burlington & Mis- 
souri River Railroad Company in Nebraska, and particularly to C. 
E. Perkins, vice president and general manager, C. F. Morse, 
superintendent, for their extraordinary efforts in aid of our labors, to 
show the Nebraska Pomological products at Boston. 


A magnificent and commodious car was constructed at Platts- 
mouth, expressly for the trip, placed at our disposal, and transported 
from Lincoln to Boston, in four days time, free of any cost to the so- 
ciety. We recommend that a vote of thanks be extended and placed 
upon the records, and an official copy thereof be transmitted to 
Messrs. Perkins and Morse, by the Secretary of the Board. 


In conclusion, the committee congratulate the junior State upon 
the second complete and triumphant national success pomologically. 


There is now nolonger any doubt as to the adaptibility of Ne- 
braska as a fruit growing region. At Boston, there were present, the 
Pomological veterans of the nation, all of whom were unreserved in 
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their expressions of commendation to the superiority of the essential 
characteristics in Nebraska fruits.

Resolved. That the Annual Fair of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture of Nebraska for the year 1874, be held at the city of Omaha, 
provided satisfactory assurances are given the Board of Managers as 
to the arrangements and improvement of the Fair Grounds for the 
accommodation of the Fair, for accommodation at hotels, and facili- 
ties for local transportation of freight and passengers to and from the 
Fair Grounds. 


On motion of Gen. Brisbin, the foregoing resolution was laid on 


the table, to be taken up as unfinished business, before the Board ad- 
journs. 


Gov. Furnas, on behalf of the committee, submitted the follow- 
ing report, which was, on motion, unanimously adopted: 


REPORT. 


WHEREAS, the Burlington & Missouri River Railroad Company 
in Nebraska, voluntarily constructed a car, and tendered its use, free, 
to the Nebraska State Horticultural Society, for the purpose of 
transporting Nebraska fruits to the American Pomological Exhibition 
at Boston in 1873, and transported the same free ofcost from Lincoln 
to Boston, 


Therefore, Resolved, That the thanks of the State Board of Ag- 
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riculture are hereby tendered to said railroad: company, and particu- 
larly to C. E. Perkins, vice president and general manager, and C. 
F. Morse, superintendent, for the unprecedented enterprise and liber- 
ality manifested as referred to in the foregoing preamble. 


Resolved, That the preamble and resolutions be spread upon the 
records of the Board, and that the secretary be, and he is hereby in-

Robert W. Furnas, late President of the State 
Board of Agriculture, has, at his own request, been relieved from the 
further performance of official duties, therefore be it 


Resolved, That we do hereby tender to him our thanks for the 
very able manner in which he has discharged his duties as President 
and member of the Board since its organization. 


Resolved, That the remarkable progress which has been made 
thoughout our common wealth in the development of our Agricultu- 
ral resources, is largely due to his untiring and well directed efforts, 
as, when he entered upon his duties it was a matter of serious doubt 
whether the movement would or could be successful in so young a 
State, with a population so scattered and having little community of 
interest or feeling. Yetthe result has far surpassed the most sanguine 
expectations, of even those who originated the movement, and we but 
give formal expression to the universal opinion, when we say that 
the suecess of our annual expositions, and the impulse given to the 
various braaches of agricultural, manufacturing and mechanieal in- 
dustry so apparent in the improvement of our farms, our horticultu- 
ral success, the introduction and breeding of valuable stocks, and 
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the development of our manufacturing advantages, is due in a great 
measure to the earnest and enthusiastie manner in which Gov. Furnas 
has devoted his time, money and personal labors to the advancement 
of these material interests of the State.

the Board.

The Nebraska State Board of Agriculture met pursuant to call 
of the President, made in accordance with the laws of Nebraska, and 
there were present, Messrs. M. Dunham, ist vice president, D. H.

Messrs, C. A. Baldwin, secretary of the Douglas County Agri- 
eultural Society, and W. D. Wildman, secretary Red Willow County 
Agricultural Society, were invited to seats, and to participate in the 
diseussions of the Board at this meeting. 
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Secretary Wheeler presented the following communication: 


PLATISMOUTH, NEBRASKA, Dec. 31st, 1874. 
Hon. J. STERLING MORTON, 
President Nebraska State Board of Agriculture: 

Dear Srg:—In accordance with the laws of the State of Ne- 
braska, requiring the State Board of Agriculture to make a biennial 
report to the Legislature of the State, embracing the proeeedings of 
the several subordinate societies. . T herewith submit the report of the 
proceedings of the State Board of Agriculture for the year 1874, em- 
bracing the proceedings of the Board at the January meeting, 1874, 
the list of premiums offered by the Board, the awards made by the 
committees at the Annual Fair, the proceedings of the meeting of the 
Board, held during the Fair, together with an itemized and detailed 
statement of orders drawn upon the Treasurer of the Board. 


I think it would be advisable for the Board to ask the Legisla- 
ture to enact a law, requiring the assessors of the several precincts, 
cities and wards to collect statistics, relating to the various industries 

“of the State, at the same time they take the lists of property for taxa- 
tion. These returns should be made to the county clerk at the same 
time the assessment lists are returned, and should then be tabularized 
by precincts, cities and wards, and be, by the county clerks, returned 
to the Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture. The State Board 
could then publish as a part of their proceedings, detailed statements 
by counties of the industries of the State, together with such other 
statistics as may be collated from the returns of the county clerks, and 


other reliable sources. 


The Secretary of the Board should also collect, arrange and pub- 
lish, from time to time, in such manner and form as the Board may 
deem to be for the best interests of the State, such statistical and other 
information, as those seeking homes in the West, may require to en- 
able them to intelligently judge of our advantages and improvements. 
To also provide for delivering a synopsis of the some (o immigrant 
aid societies, railroad companies, real estate agencies, and others in- 
terested in the settlement and development af the State; also, to make, 
arrangements for suitable packages and cases for inspection in thë Age 
rieultural Rooms, samples of agricultural: products, :geological and. 
other specimens which the assesssors should be required to -ollect and 


* 
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forward, under the direction of the county clerk, — If this was done,. 
it would in a very short time, enable the Board to furnish full, com- 
plete and reliable information relative to every Dart of our State. 


The laws of the State should be so amended that the county so- 
cieties orgauized under the State law, failing to make the annual re- 
port as contemplated and required under the present law, and rules 
of Board of Agriculture, should be prohibited from receiving aid from 
their county treasuries, until they can show an acknowledgment from 
the Secretary of the State Board that such report has been made and 
filed in the Seeretary’s office. 


To induce the assessors to perform the duties required.of them, 
in collecting the statisties heretofore named, and the county elerks for 
their services, a reasonable compensation should be paid by the several 
counties. 


The Treasurer's exhibit will clearly show that the people of the 
State are, each year, taking hold with increased energy in assisting to 
develope the agricultural interests of the State. The receipts at the 
State Fair, this year, were for the first time since the organization of 
the Board, sufficient to pay all the premiums and obligations legiti- 
mately contracted by the Board, and still leave a handsome balënce 
in the hands of the Treasurer at the close of the year. 


Should we be as successful next year as we have been the pres- 
ent in this respect, then I shall deem it advisable to increase the list 
of premiums offered, and inerease the number of biennial agricultural 
reports, to be published and distributed. Thus far the receipts of 
the State Board from its annual fairs, and from tbe State Treasury, 
have been insufficient to pay premiums and expenses of Fair and to 
enable the Board to publish the number of its biennial reports to sup- 
ply the constantly increasing demand for them. ` I therefore deem it 
advisable to ask the Legislature to oontinue the same aid given the 
Board for the past two years, until such time as in the judgment of 
the Board, they may be able to meet all these expenses from fair re- 
ceipts.

S. Garber, be instructed to ask the 
Legislature to appropriate to the Board a sum necessary to liquidate 
the sum of $3,073.59 and interest, to pay the balance due for printing 
the fourth biennial report of theState Board of Agriculture.

Resolved, That the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars be, and 
the same is hereby appropriated, to pay James W. Moore for his ser- 
vices as Treasurer for the year 1874. 


- On motion, the resolution was unanimously adopted, and the 


Secretary instructed to draw an order on the Treasury for the amount 
so appropriated.

The President, Hon. J. Sterling Morton, being absent, the 
Board was called to order by Martin Dunham, 1st Vice President, 
and the roll being called, and a constitutional and lawful quorum be- 
ing present, the Board proceeded to business. - 


James W. Moore stated the cause of the absence of the Presi- 
dent, and thereupon presented and read before the: Board the vale- 
dictory address-of the President, as follows: 


Gentlemen of the State Board of Agriculture of Nebr raska: 

After a service of nearly a score of years, as a member of your 
useful and honorable association, YT now with-greatreluctànce and re- 
gret sever my conneetions with you in all official capacity. This step 
is taken because I can nolonger appropriate the time to the duties 
which are involved by a membership of the Board, without doing 
injustice to my own affairs, and neglecting the afternoon work of a 
life now more than half used up. It may not be inappropriate to 
ailude to the history of our organization somewhat at length, and to 
the successes which have attended its existence: ` 

The first Fair at which all Nebraska was represented was called 
the "Territorial Fair,and was held at Nebraska City, September 1859, 
The exposition of products was limited. Some corn, a few specimens 
of small grain, half a dozen swine, a few Devonshire cattle, owned by 
Gov. Furnas; a (rio of Durhams, and a few fine horses, made up all 
the farm products and farm animal show of that day. Horticulture 
rejoiced in less than a half peck of all sorts of fruit, and the addres 
upon the occasion was proportioned to the exhibition. But we were 
never discouraged, and each subsequent fair has been in some way s 
reason for its successor. One at Nebraska City, two at Brownville, 
two at Lincoln, and two at Omaha have demonstrated perfectly that 
he who owns and judiciously tills Nebraska lands may amass for him- 
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self a comfortable competency, and leave to his children a valuable 
inheritence. 


How shall he begin? First the original sod should be broken 
and turned over in thin, evenly-laid strips. "When completed a good 
breaking will appear like a vast floor of well-laid two-inch plank 
painted with lamp-black. Then plant and cultivate, not to see how 
much you can manage, but howwell. "Then come trees; walnuts, cot- 
tonwoods, willows, mulberries, and elms, will make the home seem 
civilized. Tree-planting is an avocation which barbarians never fol- 
low. Indians never adora their wigwams with orchards, nor indulge 
in florieulture. There is no record of an aboriginal horticulturist in 
any book I have read or heard of anywhere. It may seem a long 
time to raise a saw-log from the walnut which lies in the palm of your 
hand, but the rain and the frost of winter, and the sunshine of summer, 
together with the fertile and forcing soil of Nebraska, crowd a walnut 
into the dimensions of a respectable saw-log in less than twenty-five 
years. Upon a farm where I have lived, in Otoe county, for more 
than twenty years, one-may see black walnut trees which will make 
good railroad ties, and some which will do to saw up, which I planted 
with my own hands, There too are apple trees more than forty 
inches in circumference of trunk, which have borne more than twenty 
bushels of fruit in a single season. And, again, there may be found 
cottonwood saw-logs growing there which are more than six feet in 
girth, and when I first saw them they were only wandering germs, 
floating in the air like down from a birds breast. But they are adult 
saw-logs in 1876. These remarks, somewhat egotistical though they 
may be, are made for the purpose merely of impressing you, and 
through you the farming people with the tree possibilities of this 
Btate,and Ionly preach in this regard what I have faithfully put in 
practice, and the witnesses of the truth of my theories stand 
majestically verifying me, all over the farm, whence this is written 
to you, in the form of beautiful, thrifty and valuable fruit and forest 
trees. Come down and see them, and in the hot summer days while 
you rest in their shade, even their foliage will tell you in whispering 


with the wind, how pleasant and profitable a thing it is to plant the 
prairie with trees, 


But, gentlemen, it was not my intention to bore you with an 
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exhortation on orcharding, nor yet to exhaust your paitence vrith a 
prayer for forest culture. 
CORN IS KING. 

The botanical name of Indian corn is zea mays, and is derived 
trom the Greek word zao, to live, while the word mays is said to be 
from the Livonie mayse, which means bread, or the staff of life. 

Therefore, from the earliest times, by virtue of the definition of 
its name, this cereal bas stood pre-eminent among the life-sustaining 
products of agriculture, and yet corn, the method of its tillage, and 
the manner of making profits therefrom, is generally unappreciated, 
and under-valued by the farmers of America. 

In 1860 there were 3,381,583 farmers in the United States, 
while in 1875 the census shows that five-tenths of the entire popula- 
iion of the Union are engaged in agricultural pursuits. Out of all 
this vast number those who raise no corn at all are very few. Sub- 
joined are the returns of Indian corn as given in the census tablesfor 
the last four decades :

The ratio of corn exported as corn is less than one per cent of the 
whole crop. The profitable results of corn culture are found in 
beef, pork, mutton, butter and cheese. These articles are merely 
eorn compacted made more portable and enhanced in value. 


Nebraska is peculiarly adapted to the growing of this cereal, its 
soil and its climate unite in making it surpassless as a corn producing 
State. This fact is conceded so universally, and the evidence of its 
existence is piled up so high and broad, in corn cribs, throughout 
the whole length and breadth of the commonwealth, that no argu- 
ment is needed to sustain it. Standing in front of this fact, and the 
less pleasing one that the average price per bushel in the State is 
less than twenty cents in January, 1876, the Nebraska farmer must 
necessarily do some thinking as to his future operations. He may be 
discouraged. Bat ifhe will reason well for himself, he will find en- 
couragement in the very fact of low-priced corn. There is no Easter? 
State which can compete with Nebraska in raising cheap coru 
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There is no other grain which will make as much beef or pork for 
each bushel fed out as will corn, and beef and pork being always 
at a fair price, by virtue of demand being always fully equal to sup- 
ply, the conclusion is irresistably forced upon the farmers of this 
State that their prosperity must be based upon corn culture and feed- 
ing cattle and bugs, They cannot compete in wheat growing with 
Minnesota and Northern Wisconsin, nor with Michigan, nor can 
either of those States race with them in feeding corn to make beefand 
pork, A horse sired and foaled by a stock which has been famous 
for trotting for a score of generations, cannot be made to succeed as a 
racing pacer, nor can a corn country be beaten into nor harrowed 
intoa wheat country. Apples will grow here and oranges flourish 
in Florida, and he who comes hither to cultivate the orange er goes 
to Florida to grow . apples is an ignorant neophyte in horticulture. 
But the mistake would hardly be greater than the one made by those 
farmers in Nebraska who endeavor to grow wheat in competition with 
States which cannot raise corn, and are therefore compelled by the 
condition of the soil and climate to produce wheat. Every man 
should educate himself to do those useful things which nature seems 
to have given him some tact or ability to do. And so every State 
should attempt those industries which nature has adapted to its cli- 
mate, soil and general conditions. Western Nebraska is peculiarly 
pastoral in its character. It isnot agricultural. There vast herds of 
cattle, horses and sheep may be grown on the nutritious and abun- 
dant grasses of the prairies which afford perenial pasturage which 
makes stock thrivein winter as well as in summer. There a steer 
may be raised to the age of four years at a cost of just four dollars. 
Western Nebraska isa beef nursery. Eastern Nebraska should be 
and by nature is, a beef perfecting establishment. We do not de— 
sire to raise wheat to export, nor corn either. We need only enough 
of the former for home consumption, and we cannot gather any 
year too much of the latter, (if we have cattle and swine to consume 
it) for our own good, 


After some investigation, I have from various reliable data and 
statistics gathered the following table which, it is said, will show 
very nearly, the prices which a farmer will realize for corn fed to 
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well graded eattle when the product in beef of the latter is at the 
price given there: 


HATIO OF CORN TO BEEF. PRICE OF BEEF, CORN PER BUSHEY, 
Five pounds of corn 5 cents $ 0.84 
producing óne pound 

of beef. 7 cents 1.01 
Five pounds of corn 5 cents $ 0.93 
producing one pound R 

of beef. 7 cents 1.15 


Now a farmer can produce corn in Nebraska at twenty-five cents 
a bushel, and sell beef at five cents a pound which he makes by feed- 
ing out that corn at four pounds of the latter to one of the former,and 
thus he can certainly prosper and grow rich. There is no need of 
complaint, and there will be no complaint when Nebraska farmers 
have graded cattle enough to consume their corn, But says one, we 
have not the cattle nor the means of obtaining them, and this in 
many instances is too true, There are however few farmers who can 
mot get a start in swine, and, therefore I give you a table showing 
what corn will bring when fed to vvell-hred hogs: 


RATIO OF PORK TO CORN, PRICE OF PORK. PRICE REALIZED FOR CORN PR, DUSH. 


Four pounds of corn 5 cents $ 0.86 
making one of pork. 6 cents 1.00 
7 cents 1.14

'Lherefore, the farmer who converts even thirty-cent corn into 
pork by feeding three pounds for one, is obtaining pork at less than 
wo cents per pound. The market for beef and pork is con- 
stantly growing. It is as big as the world, and the demand is ot 
equal with the hunger of all the civilized stomachs on the habitable 
globe. Nebraska with seventy-five thousand square miles of pastoral 
and tillable land, ought to produce at least, with her present spare 
population, two beeves to each square mile, for export, and five fat 
hogs. This would make 150,000 of the former and 375,000 of the 
latter for shipmentin the year 1877. But another willobject to 
feeding swine because he has none, and declare he cannot afford to 
purchase or raise them. Then to him the 


MUTTON QUESTION 


ís presented. Corn will make good fat mutton, and good mutton al- 
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ways commands a good price. According to Mr. Sanford Howard: 
“Tt has been proved that a given quantity of meat can be produced 
from the sheep at as little, and in some cases less expense, than from ` 
any other animal, aud so far as ascertained, the meat is fully equal in 
nutricious qualities to any other. Here then we have from the sh eep 
at least an equal amount of meat, as compared with any other animal, 
for the food consumed, while we obtain the fleece as clear gain,” 


To those who wish detailed information, and from a more practi- 
eal and experienced source, on the mutton question, the waiter com- 
mends Moses Stocking, of Saunders county, and Alex. Baker, of 
Douglas county, as entirely reliable and wholly unimpeachable au- 
thority. Those gentlemen can give you facts and figures on mutton 
feeding which will convince the.diseouraged corn grower who declares 
because of his poverty that he cau get neither cattle nor swine to eat 
up his corn, that there is still a chance for him to make both food 
and raiment out of that corn by feeding it to sheep, which can be de- 
livered any wherein the State at from $1.50 to $2.25 per head, from 
Missouri. 


THE LANDS OF NEBRASKA, 


whence such corn erops as fifty to seventy-five bushels average yield 
per aere can be taken with little labor and little chance of failure 
yearin and year out, are still held at nominal figures. There is 
bardly an eighty acre tract of raw prairie for sale in the State which, 
with skillful tillage and judicious management of the matured and 
garnered erop, cannot be made to pay its owner more than its entire 
cost, the price being reasonable, in two years. Many lands purchased 
at from from five to ten dollars an acre from the Union Pacific and 
the Burlington & Missouri River Railroads, and from private parties 
also, have refunded in a single crop their entire cost, and left a balance 
of cash on hand as profit to the buyer over and above the land itself. 
The prices of land in Nebraska to-day are very far below real values, 
The demonstration of their fertility has been completed in nearly every 
organized county from the L/eau Qui Court on the North, to the 
, lower Nemaha on the South, and from the Missouri on the East to 
the Loup Fork and Blue Rivers on the West. To sow and reap, to 
pant and garner is now no matter of uucertainty in Nebraska more 
than in Iowa, Missouri, Illinois or Ohio.

` The strong arm of diligent industry directed by the study 
and thought of a cultivated brain will give results in Nebraska corn 
culture which no man now dare estimate, "The limit of production to 
the acre, of corn, is as yet unknown. Authenticated cases of extra- 
ordinary yield are numerous; from among them, the following are 
noticeable: the Bruce Brothers in Des Moines county, Iowa, some 
seasons since, gathered a hundred and seventeen and a half bushels 


` to the acre. 


Mr. Wright, near Auburn, N. Y., for three successive seasons, 
eribbed more than one hundred bushels average to the acre. 


Mr. Pratt, of Madison county, N, Y., produced by planting in 
drills, one hundred and seventy bushels to the acre. 


Major Williams, of Bourbon county, Ky., by planting in rows 
two feet apart, with the stalks twelve inches apart in the row, got one 
hundred and sixty bushels to the acre. 

_ Marion county, Iowa, in 1860 produced on the farm Mr. B^ 
Long one hundred and seventy-eight bushels of corn to the acre on 
three contiguous acres, 

Dr. J. W. Parker, of Columbia, Sonth Carolina, produced frem 
a single acre two hundred bushels and twelve quarts of shelled corn, 


Thus far the largest average crops in this State have been produced 
in Otoe and Cass counties. Premiums were awarded to them, but 
neither of them, if my memory serves me correctly, reached one hun- 
dred and seventy bushels per acre, This grain -being the staple 
cereal of Nebraska, you can hardly offer too many or too great in- 
ducements for its systematic and improved cultivation. To get as 
much corn from one azre as possible is better than to pet half a crop 
from twoacres. In Nebraska the productive power of the soil will, 
certainly, with careful tillage, make an average yield of seventy-five 
bushels of corn to the acre all over the State. We cannot raie 
too much corn, No matter what corn may be worth 8 
eorn in the market, It may be worth five cents or nothing at al 
as corn, But transmuted to beef, pork, or mutton, it will always pay 
the husbandman a handsome and satisfactory return. This should 
be, and must be, if it will grow prosperous, a stock-feeding State 
Wheat growing for exportation will not pay. It wears out the soil 
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the men who till it, and the reputation of the State; the first by tak- 
ing up and taking away part of its productive power each year; the 
second by hard work and fretting over poor compensation; and the 
last by the pronounced and unyielding poverty of its citizens. 

Instead of an insane blaeksmith hammering cold iron in the 
middle of a wheat field, miles from forge and fire, the coat of arms 
for Nebraska might better be emblazoned with a corn field, a cattle 
corral, a hog pen and a sheep fold. These depict the foundation of 
tht State's development and material prosperity. 

Add to the above industries an annual awakening in each suc- 
ceeding April which, upon Arbor Day, shall result in planting out 
more trees, both for fruit and for timber, and there can be no doubt 
bnt that at the next centennial Nebraska will be the first meat pro- 
ducing member of the Union, and likewise the best timbered State in 
America. | 

By some misunderstanding the valuable address delivered at the 
State Eair, in Omaha last fall by the Hon. Moses Stocking has never 
been furnished for publication.

No. 3 on Wool Growing. 


The remaining four essays seem to conform to the requirements 
of the Premium List. They all bear evidence of having been writ- 
ten with some haste and are somewhat defective in a literary point of 
view and will need revision before publication. As regards the two 
on Sugar Beets the one marked No. 5, is much more full and satis- 
factory on the advantages of growing beets for feeding stock. 


The other treats more elaborately the growing of beets for sugar 
producing purposes, Both are somewhat deficient on the question of 
“cost of manufacturing,” a point on which it is difficult to get re— 
liable information, applicable to this country. In view cf the peculiar 
character of these essays it is recommended that the premium be di— 
vided as follows: Sixty dollars be paid to the writer of essay No. 4, 
and forty dollars to the writer of essay No. 5. 


In reference to the essays on wool-growing, we awarded the pre- 
mium to essay No. 2, though essay No. 6 is a very valuable one, and 
in some points superior to its competitor.

SYNOPSIS OF AN ADDRESS 


DELIVERED BEFORE THE NEBRASK 4 STATE HORTICUTURALSOCIETY 
AT ITS ANNUAL MEETING, JANUARY 27, 1876, 


By JAMES T. ALLAN, PRESIDENT. 


Gentlemen of the Horticultural Soctety: 


A year ago I said the meetings of this Society seem to be ap- 
pointed at opportune seasons. In the autumn when the golden fruit 
has been gathered in, and all nature decked in the gorgeous colors dis- 
played in our forests is preparing for winter's repose, this may truly 
be called a time of thankfulness, 


And to-night, looking at the past year and our success, we may 
indeed be thankful, and look forward hopefully and encouraged to the 
work of another year which has dawned upon us soauspiciously. 


Itis pleasant to those who have been for years working in tliis 
cause to see the increase of strong and earnest workers, and to note 
that from year to year the Horticultural interests of Nebraska are 
advancing rapidly. Orcharding, forest-planting, and floriculture, all 
which tend to make our home surroundings pleasant, have largely in- 
creased. Our successful exhibitions, both at home and abroad, have 
stimulated the large planting of orchards. Washington county alone 
has bought 150,000 apple trees the past fall. It is the duty of this 
Society to urge the more extensive cultivation of apples. When we 
consider the product of two acres belonging to a member of this So- 
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ciety, has during the past four years, been $1,000, we can easily 
determine the value of such a crop over growing cereals. One hun- 
dred car loads of apples at least have been brought into Omaha dur- 
ing the fall. All of which should have been grown in Nebraska, 
Besides, we have a great market, which is now supplied from the 
east, and I refer to the mountain regions west of us, and the increas. 
ing mining population must always look abroad for fruit. Nebraska 
is the nearest State where a supply can be had for all the eastem 
slope of the Rocky Mountains, While I am speaking of apples as 
the great staple, I would most earnestly advocate the growing of small 
fruit. 


In regard to the amount of forest planted the past year I regret 
to say that although I have sent out requests for statistics, I get but 
little return. One farmer in Franklin county planted 32,000 on 
arbor day. 1 trust that full returns will be sent from every section 
of the State, whieh will show a large increase over the twelve million: 
of 1874. At theorganization of the American Forestry Association at 
Chicago last September, Nebraska claimed to be the foremost State 
in tree planting, and we must not fail to give a full report for in the 
general report at the next meeting of that society in Philadelphia next 
September. 


I take pleasure in presenting the Wilder medal awarded at 
Chicago for our Exhibitien of apples, and from a grasshoppered State 
it was a surprise to our eastern friends, and I must say even to your 
committee. This is the fourth silver medal now in possession of our 
society, and eertainly a sense of just pride to our young State. I 
regret that the want of State aid will prevent the display of our 
frnits at the Centennial, as the prospect of a general crop would givea 
fine collection. 


At the close of my term of office I am pleased that many new 
and active fruit men have beeome members of the society, and I have 
to acknowledge continued assistance and courtesy, which should ever 
exist among Hortieulturalists.

Áfter some diseussion the Board decided to retain the said sum 
of $89.00 out of the monies due Mr. Kneebs and yet in the hands of 
the treasury. 


The question was then asked as follows: Which is best, a 
horse (hat has been placed third in a race three times, and fourth in 
the same race once, or is a horse that has been placed fifth in a race 
three times and second once, after some discussion, and it appearing 
that it was necessary to decide the question, to enable the judges to 
award third money in the 2.50 race.

That said Billy Mack trotted at Osage, Iowa, this year, 
1875, as Billy Woods, and is therefore ineligiblein a 2:50 race or any 
other, and hope you will give this matter consideration and’ will hold 
the money until after we havea fair and candid hearing.

On motion Messrs. Gray and Sidner were given thirty days to 
make good with proof the charges contained in the above and forego- 
ing protests. 


Dr. J. K. Ish having on yesterday filed a protest against allow- 
ine “ Lothair” to trot in the 2:34 race on yesterday, subsequently di- 
rected the secretary to enter the same withdrawn. 

On motion Dr. Ish was permitted to withdraw bis said protest. 


Mr. Dunham stated that Mrs. Nellie Burke had made an entry 
in the lady equestrian class, and had presented herself at the time 
the class and lot had been called, and given an exhibition of her 
equestrian skill, but bere: being no competition the committee under 
the rules could not award her a premium. 


On motion a special premium of ($15) fifteen dollars was award- 
ed to her, and the secretary was directed to draw au order for her 
on thetreasurer for that amount less the usual rebate. 


Judge Kinney asked a reconsideration of Mr. Winslow's resolu— 
tion passed last evening, concerning location of next State Fair. 


Thereupon Mr. Dunham, having voted in the affirmative upon 
the passage of the resolution, moved to reconsider, whieh motion pre- 
vailed by a vote of 11 for to 3 against. - 


Thereupon Judge Kinney very briefly examined the question and 
doubted the policy of adopting such a resolution. 


Mr. Winslow replied to the remarks made by Judge Kinney, 
and again moved the adoption of the resolution which motion pre- 
vailed and the resolution was adopted. 


The question having been asked when was the proper time for the 
election of officers of. the Board, and reference being had to section 8, 
chapter 2, page 77, statutes of 1873, it was decided that officers and 
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members of the Board could be elected lawfully only at the January 
or annual meeting. 


Mr. Wilkerson, the pool seller, being present, stated that a man 
by the name of Burgett, a buyer of pools, had absconded, owing the 
pool box, for pools purchased, the sum of $80.

"whatsoever, beyond the amount so deposited with him by said aff. 


ant, to bet for or make liable this affiant for any sum or sums what- 
soever, and if the said Hodges alias “ Doc" did so exeeed the limit 
aforesaid, to wit: $70, he did so on his own responsibility and at his 
own peril.

Judge Kinney then offered the following resolution which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the State Board of Agriculture will not hereafter 
allow any pool selling on any race or races, at the State Fairs under 
its auspices, nor will it participate in any of the gains or per cent. 
arising from any selling of pools on races, and it is the opinion of this 
Board that pool seeling on races is demoralizing and should be dis- 
countenanced. 

Gen. Brisbin moved that the treasurer be instructed to pay to the 
pool seller the above named amount of $80. Carried, 


On motion 28 per cent charged Mr. Emory on sale of cattle 
on Fair Grounds during Fair was remitted. 
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Mr. Dunhani offered the following resolution, which was on mo- 
tion, adopted : 

WHEREAS, It has come to the knowledge of the State Board of 
Agriculture by affidavit of C. A. Hodges, that a fraudulent combina- 
tion was entered into by B. C. Holly, owner of chestnut gelding 
« Little Sam,” J. S. MeKeller, owner of brown gelding “ Lothair,” 
and R. T. Kneebs, owner of “ Black Ranger,” entered by them re- 
spectively, in the 2:35 trot at Omaha, September 23, 1875, said com- 
bination to the effect, that the pools and the purses in said race should 
be equally divided among them, and the said Hodges should have an 
equal share in said pools with said Kneebs, and pools to the amount 
of $89 in said raceso bought by Hodges remain unpaid, therefore, 

Resolved, That we regard all such combinations between owners 
of horses to divide purses and pools, as well as an arrangement be- 
tween owners of competing horses, (that any particular horse in a race 
should win), as disgraceful and fraudulent. 

Resolved, That the amount of money claimed as awarded by the 
judges of said race before the facts came to our knowledge, shall be 
retained by the treasurer of this Board until the facts before the 
Board establishing such fraudulent combination be wholly disproved 
by competent testimony. 


Mr. H. H. Robinson, of Polk county, Lowa Fair,then thanked the 
Board for courtesies shown himself and other representatives of the 
Central lowa District Fair and the State Board of Agriculture of 
Towa during their visit here, and on behalf of the managers of the 
State Fair of Iowa, he extended an invitation to the officers and mem- 
bers of this board, and the citizens of Nebraska generally, to attend 
the Iowa State Fair at Keokuk. 


Mr. Dunham then moved that the sum of $89 due from R. C. 
Hodges, for pools, be paid by the treasurer, which motion prevailed. 


Gen. J. S. Brisbin tendered his resignation as a member of the 
Board and on motion Hon. Adam Rankin, of Cozad, Dàwson county, 
was elected to fill the vacancy in the Board caused by the resignation 
of Gen. Brisbin. 


Gn motion the Board adjourned at 11:25 p. m., subject to call 
of the president.
